fo have been expected, for Canada is a very 
loyal member of the Commonwealth as it has 
shown in the past, and would very likely do 
50 were the demand ever to come again. There 
were different considerations operating | in 
connection with the visit to the United States. 
It was a different country, with a different 
style of government from that of Great 
Britain, even though both spring from a com= 
‘mon root, and further, there was that demoera- 
lic disapproval of pageantry which proves 0 
acceptable to the average Briton. The splendid 
reception which was given ‘Their Majesties, 
from the moment they erossed over into the 
United States at Niagara, in Washington and 
New York may be taken by them as a com- 
plete triumph of their own personalities. It is, 
however, something else. It is a recognition 
of, and a display of sympathy with the British 
People in the strenuous times through which 
they have been passing. The magniticience of 














the reception, the heartiness with which the 
visiting monarchs were greeted wherever 
they went, and the tremendous care taken 
that nothing should go awry will have a 
felling effect upon public opinion in Great 


Britain, and the exhibition of friendliness is 
such as will strike a very grateful chord in 
the British heart. It has been reported that 
there isa possibility of President, and Mrs. 
Roosevelt visiting Great Britain before | the 
former's term of office is concluded. It is to 
bbe hoped that this will be possible, for nothing 
‘would give the British greater pleasure than 
to be able in some measure to. return the 
cordiality of the reception which was extended 
to the King and Queen. President Roosevelt 
has already" an enormous personal popularity 
in Great Britain, but that only because of the 
[press he has received, but if he were to visit 
Britain in person his’ charm would round off 
all that has already” been achieved.

The 
situation is made quite clear in the telegram 
fon the subject which appears in another 
column. Two Chinese found with bombs in 
‘their possession are, it is understood, on. the 
instructions of the British Government to be 
handed over to the Japanese. They have been 
caught in flagrante ‘deticto, and there can be 
‘no question about their guilt. It is emphasized 
that all_persons found guilty of serious crimes 
in the British Concession will be handed over 
to the de facto authorities, while those guilly 
fof minor misdemeanours will be expelled, That 
surely ought to satisfy the Japanese authorities, 
though it is doubt(ul whether it will, but it Is 








quite unthinkable that the British oflcials 
‘would ever hand over to the Japanese any 
Chinese whose guilt of a particular crime 


might prove to be a matter of some uncer 
tainty. 


The New Militia 
‘With a number of conditions including pay, 
length’ of service and facilities for re-employ- 
ment after discharge straightened out, British 
youth started enrolling on Saturday for 
Service “under the new Military "Traine 
ing Act. Conscription bas a detestable 
ring in’ British ears and therefore the 
new militia, as they will now be called, are in 
process of formation and the men will begin 
to join their training units on June 15, ‘The 
response to the call has been eminently satis~ 
factory in spite of the ingrained British ob- 
jection to any form of compulsory service 
Which conflicts with the freedom of choice, 
Dut the urgeney of the conditions which ine 
spired legislative action to Increase the defence 
forces didnot fall on deaf ears. More than 
220,000 men registered on Saturday—a_ fact 
which induced Mr. Ernest Brown, Minister of 
Labour, who handied registrations through the 
Labour’ Exchanges, to describe it as the most 
brilliant and. suecessfit administrative "ac 
hhievement in the history of the Government, 
On the first. day, practically the entire class 
affected by the new act attended the registra 
tion depots and only medical examinations and 
other details are necessary to bring Britain's 
new army into being.

Preliminary Explanation 


While Great Britain will not be content

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Development Heavy Industries 


Hostilities Interfered with Ambitious Plan ; 
Details of Scheme Revealed for First Time 


Chungking, June 9. 


FORTY-FIVE units of 12 different heavy industries are in full 
operation in free China despite the war, according to Mr. Chien 
Ching-chao, Deputy Director of the National Resources Commission, 
which was entrusted by the Chinese Government in 1936 with the 
execution of China's three-year plan for the development of heavy 


industries, 


Mr. Chien who studied in English universities, revealed that 
the 45 units included four metallurgical, four electrical appliances, 
four chemical industry, five gold mining, two copper mining, two 


iron mining, three tin mining, one mercury 
ing, two oil extraction, eight electric power 


power plants, 


It not for the Japanese invasion, 
hhe declared, there’ was every reason 
to believe that the programme would 
have achieved “unqualified success by 
this summer, and China would be that 
much further on the road to in- 
dustrlatization? 

Details of China's three-year plan 
for the ‘development. of heavy’ in- 
Gustries, which have. been hitherto 
closely guarded as a state secret, 
were revealed for the first. time by 
Mr. Chien Ching-chao, 


‘Alms of Plan 
‘The plan was launched in July, 
1936, aiming to accomplish, ‘with 
foreign financial and technical assist- 
nee, the following major projects by 

the summer of 1939: 

1, Institution of control over 
China tungsten and antimony output 
‘and export, and also the erection of 
4 forro-tungsten plant eapable of pro- 
ducing 2,000 tons of ferro-tungsten 
‘annually. 

2, Erection of steel works at 
Hsiangtan, in Hunan, and Ma-an Shan, 
In Anhwel, capable of producing 200,- 
000 tons of highgrade steel annually, 
which are sufficient to meet halt of 
China's needs cach year, 

3. Production of (300,000 tons of 
iron ores at Linhsiang and Chalin, 
iw Hunan, annually, 

‘4. Development of copper mines at 
Yanghsin and ‘Tayeh, in Hupeh, and 
Penghsien, in Szechuen, and also the 
opening of a copper smelting plant to 
Produce annually 3,000 tons of copper, 
‘which represents half of the country’s 
needs. 

‘3. Development of lead and zine 
‘mines at Sulkowshan, in-Hunan, and 
Kwoihsien, in Kwangsi, to produce 
5,000 tons! a year, enough to meet. 
China's needs. 

6. Exploitation of coal deposits at 
Xuhsien, in Honan, and Kowkong and 
‘Tionho, "in Kwangtung, with a view 
to producing annually” 1,800,000 ‘tons 
of coal in order to prevent any short- 
age in central and southern China, 

Petroteum Extraction 

7. Erection of a coal liquefaction 
plant, accompanied by the extraction 
of petroleum from pools at Yenchang, 
in Shonsl, and Pahsien and Tahsien, 
in Szechuen, to produce 25,000,000 
iallons a year, constituting about halt 
of China's needs. * 

‘8, Establishment of a plant to 
manufacture 50,000 tons ‘of am- 
‘monium sulphate annually as well as 
Sulphurle acid and nithie acid for 
arsenals. 

‘9. Erection of machine works, ine 
cluding those for manufacturing aero- 
plane motors, generators and working 
tools. 

10. Erection of plants to manu- 
facture enough electrical wires and 
tubes, telephone sets and other elec- 
trical’ applianees for domestic pur- 
poses, 

‘The programme cost $230,000,000. 

‘The Chinese Government in 1936 
‘appropriated $10,000,000 for the pur~ 
pose, but the fund was later raised 
to $80,600,000 by March 1999, including 
‘$8,400,000 of ‘profits resulting from 
Government control over sales of 

















tungsten and antimony in foreign 
markets. 

‘Substantial amounts of | foreign 
capital, Mr. Chien Ching-chao de- 


clared,’ were actually secured in the 
first year to finance a large portion 
of the programme. 

Everything, he added, went accord 
ing to schedule in the first year, with, 
the only exception of delay in the 
erection of steel works at Hsiangtan, 
the cessation of preparation for an 
aeroplane motor factory, and post~ 
ponement in setting up a coal 
iquefaction plant, a nitrogen factory 
and the exploitation of lead and zine 
deposits in Kweihsien, 

Foreign Assistance 

Referring to technical assistance, 

Chien. stated that in. 1036 the 
National Resourees Commission a1 
vanged for German experts to ald 
the construction of a ferro-tungsten 
factory, a coal liquefaetion plant, and 
also a ‘nitrogen factory; German and 
British experts for steel works 
American and Swiss ‘experts for 
‘machine works and German, British 
and American experts for a factory to 
manufacture eleetrieal appliances.

A ferro-tungsten plant had to 
be dismantled and shipped elsewhere, 
while work on the. steel works at 
Hislangtan, planned by German ex- 
perts, had to" be discontinued. 

‘Expensive installations in machine 
works and an electrical appliances 
factory had to be carried hundreds of 
miles inland. 

"The coal mines at Kowkong, and 
‘Tienho ‘had to be abandoned,

mines at Yanghsin and Tayeh, and 
Tead and zine ores in Suikowshan.

China Barters Tea 
For War Supplies 


Chungking, June 11. 

Of 800,600 eases of tea, tought and 
ald for by the Foreign ‘Trade Com- 
mission of the Chinese Government in| 
1938, about halt was sold to various 
foreign markets, while 264,000 cases 
were shipped abroad to barter for 
War and construction materials, it was 
oMelaily revealed here today. It is 
estimated that China, In 1938, export 
fed quantities of tea to a value of over 
$9,000,000, 

By order of the Ministry of Financq | 
the Foreign Trade Commission con- 
trols the entire tea industry of China, 
takeing charge of all local market pur- 
chases, and export, in. co-operation 
with the China National Tea Corpora- 
tion, The latter isa $2,000,000 ‘con- 
cern, founded jointly by Government 
bankers and tea merchants in May, 
1997. 

‘The Tea Commission has ordered 
4000 cases of black brick tea and 
48,000 cases of green brick tea for 
export to Soviet Russia. In addition, 
681000 cases of Fu tea, 1.500 cases of 
black brick ‘tea, and 1,500 cases of 
‘Sa Mien brick tea were bought for 
export to the Soviet. 

‘Another order, calling for 205,000 
cases of brick ea, was also received 
from the Soviet, but the Commission 
failed to fill the order, owing to the 
approach of the hoslilities to the 
brick tea producing centres on the 
Hunan-Hupeh border—Reuter.

Chungking, June 9. 

‘The arrest and punishment of Mr. 
Wang Ching-wel, deposed Deputy: 
JExecutive of the Kuomintang. was

receipt of over 1,000 petitions trom 
Chinese abroad and. also. those

Tt is oMelally stated here that Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei left Shanghai for 
Japan on May 31.and arrived in 
‘Tokyo on June 2 “He is stated to 
Ihave been preceded by Mr. Chow 
Fuchal, one of his associates, “who 
eft Shanghai on May 26 for Japan. 

‘The Chungking “Joint Dally’ 
News," in a leading article this morn- 
ing. wholeheartedly supported the 
Government's decision, stating that it 
‘will further strengthen the deter- 
mination to resist"—Reuter. 

‘Arrest Order Welcomed 
Chungking, June 10, 

‘With regard to the decision of the 
Chinese government to issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of Mr. Wong. 
Ching-wei, former Deputy Executive 
of the Kuomintang, following the 
Tecelpt of reports confirming Mr. 
‘Wang Ching-wel's second trip to 
‘Japan on June 2. the Chinese press 
here. ‘supports the "government's de- 
elsion, declaring that it will streng- 
then the determination of armed re- 
sistance throughout the country. 

‘This present disciplinary action 
against Mr. Wang Ching-wei, the 
papers state, has not come as a sur- 
prise, as it was expected immediately 
Bfler his departure. It had in fact 
‘always been under consideration. ‘The 
Chungking government had hoped 
that Mtr. Wang Ching-wel would. in 
the meantime realize his mistake, re- 
pent and return to Chungking. “Un- 
fortunately he had not done so and 
his recent activities and speeches in- 
dicated that he was continuing on the 
old. course. 

‘The papers point out that Mtr. Wang 
Ching-wei lost his prestige and in- 
uence when he lett Chungking and 
that" therefore his future actions 
would have no bearing on the con- 
Yinuance of Chinese armed resistance 
andthe reconstruction of a free 
China. 

Te is expected that similar steps 
would be taken against Mr. Chow 
Fushal, who accompanied Mr. Wang 
‘Ching-wel to Tokyo—Trans-Ocean. 


Emissaries In South 
Frost Our Own Comusronourr 
Hongkong, May 27. 

Emissaries of the “Reformed Gov- 
ernment” in Nanking are somewhere 
in Hongkong and South China to con- 
tact leading followers of Mr. Wang 
Ching-wel in order to induce them 
to go to the former capital to become 
Cabinet Ministers or to accept other 
uerative posts. It is learned that 
several of Wang's important followers. 
including Mr. Chen Kung-po are 
still in South China. 

‘The lesser lights are reported to 
hhave left Hongkong for Shanghai last 
week following the alleged return 
of Mr. Wang Ching-wel from Japan 
as reported in a Chungking dispatch, 
It is said that he might shortly head

It is expected that the so-called 
Peace Maintenance Commission in 
Canton will adhere to the new régime

*General” Lit Chun-yung, a member 
of the Canton outfit, is on his way to 
Shanghai to interview Mr. Wang 
‘concerning  Canton's relations with 
his now organization. After that he 
will proceed to Japan to present the 
views of his Canton colleagues on pos- 
sible ‘co-operation with the new 
régime. 

‘To maintain his prestige, Mr. Wang 
fs said to have suggested that Japan- 
ese troops in Canton should” be 
evacuated in favour of Chinese pro- 
fective corps, which is in charge of 
peace preservation, and the Japanese 
may consider such’ proposal.

China’s Big Education 


‘Losses 
Chungking, June 11. 

Figures just revealed by: the Min- 
{istry of Education show terrifle losses 
of property, equipment and books by 
Chinese universities and colleges as a 
result of the Sit:o-Japanese hostilities, 

Tt is stated here that a year before 
the hostilities broke out, in 1936, 
building and equipment possessed by 
China's’ 108 ‘institutions of “higher 
earning were valued at $95,000,000. 
Losses sustained through the war by 
eight universities alone, it is revealed, 
tolalled nearly $18,000,000 

Losses ‘sustained by Government 
private colleges and universities are 
estimated by one source to total over 
‘$65,000,000, or over three-quarters of, 
their total value. Of 5,500,000 books 
in Chinese college libraries, it is 
further stated, 2,800,000 volumes or 
‘over half, have been lost to date. 

"In order to mect the heavy” losses 
of laboratory apparatus and reference 
books, the Sino-British Boxer Indem- 
nity Fund Administration last year 











gave $500,000. to two universities in

he was hit with the butt end of a rifle by a 
Japanese sailor. Nothing was said of the| 

‘ab wounds which it js now alleged were| 
ieted upon the dead’man, nor when they 
were administered. When the inquest has been | 
completed and the true facts of the case 
‘ascertained it will: be possible properly to 
comment on what appears, even on  the| 
statements of the Japanese spokesman, and 
upon what he apparently omitted to say, a 
very grave matter indeed. 

















MEDICINE MARCHES ON 


June 7. 
In these days when the impression is form- 
ed ‘that the ingenuity of man is largely 
devoted to discovering methods for his own 
destruction, it is comforting to learn that, in 
some branches of research at least, strenu- 
ous work is being done in seeking means 
for the prolongation of human life and its 
protection against the many perils with which 
nature has surrounded it. The thought 
comes from the perusal of a statement made 
by Sir Edward Mellanby, secretary of the 
‘Medical Research Couneil at the Rede House, 
Cambridge recently. ‘Those who have been 
living during the past half century have been 
able to witness many triumphs of mankind, 
but it is doubtful whether more progress hat 
been made in any science than. that of 
‘medicine and surgery. When, in 1902, the! 
coronation of King Edward VII had to be 
Postponed because of an operation for ap= 
Pendicitis the British Empire waited with 
trembling breath upon the outcome; now 
such an operation has become almost an 
everyday affair. And so it is in. other 
branches of medicine. ‘The discovery of re- 
sponsible organisms has, in many once ex- 
tremely dangerous discases, led to means| 
whereby their invasion of the human system 
can successfully, or at least to a very large 
extent be overcome. Typhoid fever, which so| 
short a while back as 1900 killed’ no fewer 
than 5,000 persons yearly in the British Isles, 
has been brought so much under control that 
a mild epidemic nowadays causes a public 
scandal. Pulmonary tubereulosis “not 30 
very long ago was responsible for nearly 
3,000 deaths for every 100,000 of the popula 
tion, the ratio in 1937 having dropped to 
690. Again, although Great Britain is lag- 
ging behind other countries in its, applica 
tion of new knowledge, diphtheria is being 
rapidly overcome by ’ suitable preventive 
innoeulation, while for medicine in general it 
may be pointed out that in certain Canadian 
and American towns it has been reduced to 
minimal proportions, so much so. that in 
Hamilton, Ontario, @ town of 175,000 in- 
habitants’ not a single case has been report 
ed for the last five years, that in itself no 
slight proof of the efficiency of the technique 
in dealing with the trouble. 
io-chemistry has shown similar advances. 
Notably the discovery of insulin has saved 
thousands of lives of diabetics, and enabled 
many more thousands of sufferers to lead 
more comfortable and active lives than. 
would otherwise have been the case, while 
with regard to pernicious anaemia the dis- 
covery and application of liver and certain 
stomach extracts has brought hope where 
formerly. very little existed. Of late the 
recent discovery of the sulphanilamide group 
of compounds has brought a new, and al- 
ready proved weapon into the field against 
the large group of bacteria-caused diseases. 
Astonishing reductions have been effected in 
the mortality rate of puerperal fever, while| 
in cases of what were almost invariably fatal 
forms of pneumonia and meningitis “many 
lives have already been saved, with the pro- 
mise that as the application of these drugs is 
further studied even greater progress will 
be made in combatting these scourges which 
cannot fail to tervify mankind. Sir Edward 
Mellanby goes on to point out. that in 
the fleld of surgery, particularly of the brain, 
chest and thyroids’ there have been similar 
iumphs. Tumours in portions of the brain, 
which five decades ago were considered to 
be inaccessible, are now being removed with 
the restoration ‘of pationts to health and norm= 
al life. Modern surgery of the lung, which 
much less than fifty years ago would not 
have been possible, ha’ restored what were 
considered incurable eases and sent them 
back into the world in health and comfort, 
while the modern technique of partial re- 
moval of the thyroid gland has been the chit 
development of the past fifteen years. Com- 
plete vietory has not yet been obtained in 
the unceasing struggle against cancer, but, 
even here, considerable progress has’ been 
noticed, and additions made to human know- 
jedge on the subject. The fight is not so] 
hopeless as it was but a few years ago, and 
there is now every reason to expect that if 
the disease in some of its phases is taken 
ly enough cures can be effected. At the’ 
present time the fear of the individual seems 
{o be one of the chief obstacles in its treat- 
ment, but adequate propaganda should serve 
to overcome that, and give medical men the 
opportunity. of applying ‘knowledge “which 
‘even now has deprived that dread disease of 
some at least of its terrors. 

‘Thus in thousands of laboratories through-| 
out the world men and women are continuing, 
the fight against those ills which aMict. the 
human flesh. Vietories are being gained 
which form the bases for future advances, 
lund, one by one, the forces of evil are be- 
ing ‘reduced. Science has been eutting the 
death rate of the world, eveh though certain 
branches ave been busily engaged upon 
devising means of making death-dealing 
methods more effective than ver before. 
Other branches of research have been 
devoted to improving production to such an 
extent that gluts and surpluses are the order 
of the day, while that one line of investiga~ 
tion coneetning the utilizing of the greater

a charge which can be levelled against | 
medicine. The noble men and women who 


are devoting their lives, often without that| 
adequate reward which such work should 
undoubtedly receive, are not fighting a losing. 
battle. ‘They may not be winning all along. 
the line as rapidly as they would wish, but 
determination, self-sacrifice and devotion are 
Procuring results which must encourage the 
greatest hopes that in the not too distant 
future mankind will be fitted with weapons 
best designed to sccure the final victory 
which it is seeking to wrest from nature. 
There is still much to be done to make the 
world a better place to live in, Belated 
recognition of that fact is responsible for’ 
present backwardness, but science is at 
Jeast ensuring prolongation of life, and it is 
probably the duty of others to ensure that 
conditions shall be such that that life shall 
be well worth living. Attempts in this 
direction are being made, but even now it 
‘seems that a greater stirring of public con- 
science will be necessary before this im- 
portant matter receives all the energetic 
attention to which it is undoubtedly entitled. 
When that day comes a glorious vista for 
humanity will have been opened up of longer 
life and more spacious conditions in which 
to live it. Yet with all this accumulation 
of knowledge the present state of the world 
indicates that mankind has not yet progres- 
sed similarly in wisdom. That may be 
its own fault, one which will persist until 
it is generally realized that man even now 
does not live by bread alone.

which had been set him by his revered and 
beloved father and mother. It was not 
light task to endeavour to follow in foot~ 
steps such as theirs, and it speaks well for 
His Majesty's carly training, and_ sterling 
character, that in the short time he has been 
a monarch, he has met every expectation, 
It is impossible to believe that any other 
man could have done better. ‘The apprais- 
ing gaze of the people who saw him drawn 
unexpectedly into the fierce light in which 
he has now to live out his life has changed 
to one of satisfaction in the knowledge that 
the Empire has at its head a man whose 
nobility of character must remain for it an 
ever potent inspiration. In Shanghai today 
there will be many functions to celebrate 
the King's birthday, and many a loyal toast 
will be drunk with the wish that he may 
be spared many years during which to 
reign over the peoples who love and respect 
him, The British community of Shanghai, 
fully realizing all it has gone through and 
may yet have to face, is solid in the re- 
cognition of the qualities of the man to 
whom they Jook as the head of the state to 
which they belong. “They are proud of be- 
ing British subjects, and if it is at all 
possible, prouder still of being able to give 
‘allegiance to such a man.

Sontiments of such a nature as these, reek= 
ing with the spirit of communism ” which 
Japan is supposed to be wiping out of China, 
reads strangely in a newspaper owned by 
Japanese, and suggests that “dangerous 
thoughts* can, and do form a portion of the 
weapons to which the Japanese inspirers of 
these disorders will willingly resort if it 
suits their book, It may be taken for grant~ 
‘ed that if the above extracts appeared in any 
other foreign owned Chinese language paper 
levelled against any Japanese industrial con 
cern in Shanghai ‘or the neighbourhood, 
Japanese indignation would be raised to 
Tever piteh, though it seems to be perfectly 
fl right so’ far as the Japanese are concern- 
ed if such sentiments are voiced against any 
of the thitd party neutrals trading in China. 
What may be perfectly good sauce for the 
British goose, is by no means a fit condiment 
for the Japanese gander, or at least that is 
how the situation for the moment presents 
itself, 


But what of the innocent Chinese who 
ure allowing themselves to be deluded by 
such propaganda? ‘They do not appear to 
realize that, by striking in the manner they 
fare. they ate playing into the hands of that 
nation, which only recently detailed the mil- 
ions of Chinese soldiers reported to have 
been killed during the last twenty-three 
months of hostilities. “They appear to have 
forgotten that, only a very short while ago, 
death and destruction were rained upon them 
and their fellows in the very areas in which 
they are now living by these people who now 
seck to Induce them to follow certain courses, 
not for their own benefit, but for the benefit 
of the Japanese who have wrought so great 
‘an evil in this country. ‘They are allowing 
themselves to be made the catspaws with 
which Japan {s endeavouring to pull those 
particular chestnuts which she fancies out of 
the fire, and are being seduced into a line 
of action which betrays the best interests of 
their own country, Were the Japanese able 
to drive foreign interests out of the country, 
and it is not to be believed, fortunately, that 
they will succeed, do these misguided Chinese 
believe for one moment that their lot would 
be uny better’? ‘The designs for exploitation 
of the Chinese which the Japanese undoubt~ 
edly have In their mind, ean only succeed 
with the removal of competition for Chinese 
labour, and if that is ever removed the 
Chinese worker will be reduced to the posi- 
tion of a sweated helot, on a bare subsist- 
ence wage and without a soul to call his 
own, ‘The absence of competition in the 
labour market muist ultimately mean the 
reduction of wages, and descent to an even 
poorer standard of living than even now 
prevails, and it follows that the eliminati 
Of existing foreign interests must in the long 
run militate against the interests of th 
Chinese workers themselves. That is a 
1 which should be brought home to the 
Mrikers, and all other Chinese who may be 
induced to follow their example. ‘They are, 
whether they intend to do so or not. in fact 
playing the game as the Japanese ‘want it 
played, and probably quite unwittingly are 
assisting the enemies of their country who has 
brought about such destruction and destitu: 
tion wherever their armies have passed. 
What is more they’ are pickling a rod for

It has to be admitted that| 
the education which is chiefly given to for- 
eign children in Shanghai is not such as| 
would prepare them for the careers they 
should be expected to follow as adequately 
as can the educational facilities which are 
available in the home countries, and the 
result must necessarily be that’ unless a 
child has qualities much above the ordinary, 
with a steady determination to improve 

imself for better things the chances of his 
rising to any great degree of eminence are 
extremely slim, A little shorthand, a little 
typewriting and many children leaving local 
schools enter upon a future the horizons of| 
which are severely limited. They merely 
swell the ranks of unskilled, and half educated | 
workers, when in fact ‘the home back- 
ground should have qualified them for much 
better things. It may be argued, and very 
often is, that education is not the only 
‘qualification for success in life, It can even 
be admitted, but the fact nevertheless re- 
mains that the well educated has a 
better start than he or she whose only 
evidence of educational fitness is the school 
certificate, with perhaps exemption from 
‘matciculation, meaning in fact that the child 

is equipped ‘with the knowledge which a 
sixteen-year-old ought to possess. 

New Low in a communication printed 
today takes the point that the foreign com- 
munity in Shanghai is not very large and 
that out of it there would hardly be enough 
young people of the required standard to 
keep the institute going. If the word 
“foreigner” is intended merely to cover the 
British community the point is well taken, 
If, however, it is accepted in its more catholic 
connotation that may not prove to be the 
case, and as Mr, Marruzws suggests that the 
‘Municipal Couneit should open an Institute, 
or Technical College, it is to be assumed 
that he is approaching his subject from the 
wider angle, When the number of foreign 
children attending the various schools in 
Shanghai are considered there should be 
sufficient children needing such higher 
education as to justify the maintenance of 
the suggested Institute. ‘The list of grant 
falded schools for foreign children for 1938 
shows the number of pupils to be 5,804, of 
which 4,014 are Japanese, and might ‘not 
come within the scheme because of their 
proximity to their own country. Leaving 
then 1,880 from schools under this head- 
ing, there has to be added to that num~ 
ber the foreign children attending Council 
schools, which in 1938 was 1,232, but 
which in more normal years, according to 
the annual report of the Superintendent of 
Education, would seem to be nearer 1,000. 
‘There are then about 3,000 to 3,400 children 
from which students would be drawn for 
higher education where such available, but 
that figure has now to be increased with the 
tunascertained number of children who have 
already been withdrawn from home schools 
by thelr parents, and those other who may’ 
bbe placed in the same position as a result 
of exchange developments. It is dificult 
to ascertain how many children leave school 
every year, but if the school period is taken 
as about nine years some 300 to 350 children 
are launched int the world annually half- 
educated and fit only for those minor jobs 
which will be their fate unless some happy 
chance opens up avenues which may welt 
bbe denied their less fortunate fellows. 
iny of that number would care, and 
be able to remain in an institute for higher 
ducation for the necessary number of years 
must be a matter of speculation, but it is 
n uncomfortable fact that.so many promis 

‘youngsters, and there is quite a number 
of them, are being denied, and will be con- 
ued 10 be denied even more in the future, 
those fa which would better equip 
them for their future careers. But cot 
sideration of the figures alone does not throw 
complete light upon the situation. Tt has 
to be remembered that 
aided schools follow curricula best 
their own particular nationall 
the difficulties which seems to present itself 
in this connection would seem to be the 
correlation of primary education along such 
Hines, as would make any such institute as 
Mu. “Marrinws suggests the most effective 
‘of pursuing secondary studies. In 
where the elementary school fol 
low a very definite course of instruction the 
problem which Shanghai presents in this 
connection does not arise, 

‘hols undoubtedly have’ the same objee= 
tive in view, the manner in whieh 
upprouch it may very well present some. 
diffteulty’ in insuring that the groundwork now 
given should be such as to make the acquisi- 
tion of higher education easier than it seems 
would be the ease at the moment. ‘That is 
in no way intended to deprecate Mu. Maz- 
‘Turws's very natural concern over the 
absence of those facilities for which there: 
is an undoubted need. Unfortunately re- 
cognition of: the need does not afford the 
much desired solution. ‘The success _of| 
Shanghai children in the schools of their’ 
homelands is ample proof that the quality’ 
of the education provided here is excellent 
0 far as it goes, but with Mn. Marmuews's 
contention that it docs not go far enough 
there can be nothing but the completest 
agreement. Whether a solution for the 
problem whieh he presents can be found in 
fh technical college, or whatever else it may 
be called, remain to be seen, but he has 










































































ly stated a problem which though it may 
not be particularly urgent at the moment 
may in the not too distant future require 
solving. Whether the Council could under- 
take it, is another question, and one which 
may have to be answered by something in’ 
the nature of communal effort instead. 








RESPONSIBILITY FIXED 
June 

‘The seriousness of the present anti-British 
campaign to which reference has already’ 
been made, is emphasized by the strongly 
worded Note which Sir Herbert Phillips,| 
H. M. Consul-General delivered to the! 
Japanese Consul-General on Saturday. But 
grave as is the local situation it must be! 
remembered that this campaign is not a pure- 
ly local affair, but is being persistently pro- 
secuted in other parts of China which are 
‘at present under Japanese control. The 
Note in question reveals the existence of! 
‘armed bands on the Pootung side engaged in 
intimidating workers desirous of returning 
to work after settlement of their strike, and 
that two British members of the staff have 
been fired upon by these bands when they’ 
appeared outside the works endeavouring to 
encourage those who wanted to return to 
do so. Suppression of these armed gangs, 
the protection of Britons in Pootung, and the 
suppression of agitators is demanded together 
with the stoppage of anti-British parades, 
and the affixing of anti-British posters. At- 
tention is also drawn to the activities of the 
“Sin Shun Pao,” and after pointing out the 
control which is being exercised over British- 
‘owned Chinese language papers the note 
sks for reciprocity with, regard to this 
‘Japanese-owned journal, which is undoubt- 
edly guilty of what amounts to incitement 
to violence against British interests. Of the 
artificiality of the whole movement there 
need not be the slightest doubt, but it is an 
uncomfortable fact ‘that with the judicious 
‘expenditure of comparatively small sums, 
the origin of which it would not be difficult 
to guess, this agitation is being maintained 
in an area over which the Japanese have, 
or should have the completest possible con- 
trol. Failure to exercise this must naturally 
bring under suspicion that—to use a very 
much overworked word—"sincerity” the ex- 
clusive possession of which the Japanese so 
very often claim, while denying that others. 
whose interests they threaten are endowed 
with any such quality. It is obvious that 
relations between Britons and Japanese in 
China stand no chance whatever of being 
improved so long as this lack of sincerity on 
the part of the Japanese is so marked a 
characteristic of thelr conduct. 

If, to quote a Domei message, Anglo- 
Japanese relations are rapidly deteriorating 
the responsibility lies fairly, and squarely 
with the Japanese. Because’ the British, in 
common with other foreign nationals’ in 
China, cannot see eye to eye with Japanese 
contentions, Japan is seeking all manner of 
reprisals aimed to secure their ends in a 
manner which is as immoral as it can pos- 

ibly be. With the declaration of the tem= 
porary assumption of sovereignty in those 
parts of China which they have overrun the 
Japanese huve accepted the responsibility. 
Tor the establishment, and continuance of 
‘a state of law, and order. ‘They cannot have 
it both ways.” Either they are in control of 
the areas surrounding Shanghai, and, con- 
sequently, have laid upon them the respon- 
sibilities of an efficient government, or they 

not. ‘They cannot hide behind the 
jous Chinese administrations which they 
have sot up, for their control over them is 
Just as complete as that of a crestor over 
his ereature. Thus while the British authori 
ties have clearly demonstrated a willingness 
to co-operate with the Japanese as far i 
ics within their power, the Japanese have 
not only failed to co-operate, but are posi 
tively engaged upon a campaign of interfor~ 
‘ence with British rights and interests which 
cannot be excused upon any ground what- 
ever. It is a demonstration of bad faith in 
all its nakedness and ean be classified by no 
‘other term. It is an important fact to which 
the Note refers that the strike at the Lin 
Chong Mills was actually settled. and th: 
the workers, willing to return to their duties, 
have been prevented trom doing so by the 
irregular action of gangs of bad characters 
whose suppression is clearly the duty of 









































the Japanese. There is, therefore, no real 
issue between employers and employees, but 
ather an artifie sined agitation 
which has no meri save, perhaps, 


that it may serve to assist the Japanese to 
serve some obscure end they may have in 
ew. If parallels are sought from other 
places it shold not be too difficult to unde: 
stand what the objective may be. ‘The fact 
is that with the continued existence of 
British factories, ete., as well as of other 
third party neutral concerns, the machinery’ 
for resuming trade with the interior will 
remain, and when it is opened up, as 
ultimately it must be, the Japanese will face 
that competition which it is clear by their 
actions they fear even now. 

Another phase of the matter may very well 
be that, by isolating British interests for at- 
tack, some progress may be made in destroy 


























ing ‘that community of interest whieh a 
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Japanese, trading in China. But those 
nationals’ at present not receiving these un- 
pleasant attentions of the Japanese,—for the 
responsibility of no one else can possibly be 
‘aecepted,—may rest assured that if the time 
‘ever comes when the success of these moves 
against British interests becomes apparent, 
they in their turn will be subjected to the 
same activities. ‘The total elimination of 
third party Powers from China has been an 
often-declared intention of the Japanese, not 
by persons whose utterances may not count, 
but by men whose authority cannot be ques- 
tioned. The issue in which Japan and Great 
Britain are at present involved is one of 
importance to all those other countries who 
‘can expect no gentler treatment of thelr 
rights and interests than that to which British 
fare being subjected at the moment. ‘This 
needs to be remembered in view of the at- 
tempts which are apparently being made to 
differentiate between Great Britain and 
themselves, but they realize the point so 
well that it is more than doubtful whether 
Japanese attempts in this direetion will meet 
with anything like success, ‘The struggle 
may be only beginning, but Great Britain is 
not without means of ‘powerful reply. She 
will be reluctant to embark upon retaliation, 
but it is a weapon in her hands, which, 
properly applied, would have the effect of 
rapidly bring the Japanese to their senses. 
Japan economically is vulnerable; she can 
bbe reached in so many ways, every one of 
which would prove very expensive to her- 
self, and if at the moment Great Britain 
hesitates to apply, them, it is because even at 
this hour it is hoped that the Japanese will 
see the error of their ways and return to 
courses more consonant with thelr assur 
lunes and the honour of their cow

‘The situation in Tientsin is by no means 
clear. Contrary to what has been believed, 
it now scems that the Japanese in Tientsin 
have ‘not lodged an ultimatum with the 
British Consul-General, though it is widely 
believed that on June’ 14 or 15 the British 
Concession will be blockaded by the Japan- 
ese, in an endeavour to force the British 
authorities to hand over four men, suspected 
of complicity in the murder of Cheng Shi- 
kang, Commissioner of Customs in one of 
the Tientsin cinemas, It will be remembered 
that, at the time of the assassination, the 
man responsible shot his way out of the 
theatre and escaped. Some time later fou 
men were arrested on suspicion, and the 
Japanese demand that these"men should be 
handed over to them. The British authori~ 
tics are by no means convinced pf th 
men's guilt, and until better proot is forth 
coming have decided that they shall not be 
handed over. Two other Chinese caught 
with bombs on their persons, and consequent 
ly men whose guilt in ‘connection with 
terroristic activities Is clear have, on the 
other hand been surrendered 6 the Japan- 
se authorities. A better instance of the good 
faith of the British authorities in Tientsin 
could not possibly be forthcoming, for all 
that they have promised in the past is: that 
people found guilty.—not people who may’ 
be suspected.—of torroristic wctivities shall 
bbe handed over to the authorities in de facto 
control of the surrounding territories. On 
the other hand it is entirely contradictor 
to British ideals of justice that mon who 
have not yet been proved guilty of the erime 
alloged against them, and who in fact may 
be wanted for entirely different reasons 
the Japanese authorities, should be handed 
over to people who ure at the same tim« 
rigcusers as well as judges, and more parti- 
ularly is this the case when it if not only 
‘4 question of the men's liberty. but of their 
lives, which is at issue. In the eireumstances 
it would indeed be surprising if the British 















































authorities in ‘Tientsin consented to take any 
such action ax-that which is demanited of 
them.

Textile Industry 
Hit by War 


Chungking, June 6. 

Since the outbreak of ‘the Sino 
JJapanese hostilities, China has lost 
TO per cent. of her textile investment, 
ineluding 1,800,000 spindles, and 18,000 
Toms, entailing a financial Loss| of 
100,000,000, according to “New 
Economics", a. fortnightly journal 
published in this city. 

‘On the other hand, it is stated, 
despite this terrife blow, the Chinese 
colton industry’ is gradually recover 
ing, and China still retains roughly: 
40 per cent, of her pre-war cotton 
Indust; 

‘More than 60 Chinese cotton mitts, 
the journal declares, have either been 
destroyed, or have been seized by 
the Japanese: or have been mortgaged 

sold to third parties. 
‘Ton mills have ‘been totally. di 
stroyed, twelve badly damaged, “21 
slightly’ damaged, and five, four of 
‘which are loeated in the war areas, 
hhave been seized by the Japanese, 
so that thir fate is unknown, 

Bight have been elther sold or 
mortgaged to foreign firms. The eight 
mills mortgaged or sold, however, 
fare not considered ost 

‘The journal stresses the fact that, 
despite these “tremendous setbacks 
suffered by the cotton industry, a 
gradual recovery is taking place, 

Working Overtime 

In those territories still controlled

‘The bank, the Journal con- 
ines, is also financing new mills in 
Hunan and Shensi provinces. 

‘When the spindles removed trom 
the war areas ate operating once 
again, and when tho new mills, 
either planned or under construction, 
are completed, there will be, in the 
National Government's territories, 
500,000 spindies and 5,000 looms. 

Together with the Chinese mills in 
the foreign areas. in Tientsin and 
Shanghai, China will still have over 
4,000,000 ‘spindies, or roughly 40 per 
cent, of her pre-war eapacity, 

‘Of the 10,000 industri 
tives planned for next - yea, 
‘will be textile co-operatives. 

It is estimated that the consump- 
tive capacity of the National Govern- 
ment’s territories will be about 
10,000,006 bolts of cloth annually’, 
3,000 of which will be supplied. by

Hongkong, June 4. 

Hongkong rice merchants are bene- 
fted by the ruling of the Central 
Authorities to permit the import of| 
foreign rice into Swatow, Chungshan 
and Taishan area’ duty free, and

Ported have been shipped to those 
laces under special exempt permits 
granted by the Customs.

Tientsin Consulate 


Tientsin, June 10. 

Staying a dramatic coup, re~ 
presentatives of the White 
Russians’ Anti-Comintern Com~ 
mittee here occupied the former 
Soviet Consulate today, hauled 
down the red flag on ‘its roof 
and hoisted a tri-coloured 
‘emblem in its stead. Situated 
in the Third Special District, 
the former Soviet Consulate 
has been unoccupied since the 
evacuation of its staff and only 
the red flag has remained. 
After occupying the building 
‘the committee issued the fol- 
Jowing statement: 

“Churehes and other build- 
ings in the Third Special Dis- 
trict of ‘Tientsin have been 
handed down from the days of 
the Czarst régime, and we 
white Russians have the right 
to take possession of them. As 
for the Consulate we have 
occupied, it has been unused 
for the past two years. In view 
of the report that the Soviet 
‘Union is going secretly to sond 
Communist agents into Tien 
{sin and raze or sell the Con- 
sulate building, we intend to 
keep it in our possession, until 
the birth of a genuine Russian 
regime."—Domei. 

‘Tientsin, June 11. 

The Russian Anti-Communist 
Committee here, which yester- 
day seized the Soviet Consulate, 
has announced its intention of 
not surrendering the building 
‘until after the establishment of 
“Jawful authority” in Russia.

The 
tenants, Chinese or foreign, are 
simply ordered to get_ out;’ even

‘As regards the thousands of smaller 
houses rented by Japanese, the Chi: 
nese landlord is lucky, if’ after the 
first two of three months, he gets 
any rent at all, and then it is gen- 
rally not the tent originally agreed 
fon. Whether any landlord will be 
Boid enough to appeal under the new 
regulations. will be interesting to 
wateh, There are also various schemes 
fon the tapis of city improvement, by 
laying large. thoroughfares through 
certain parts and the erection of 
Several large administration bulld- 
ings.

OBITUARY 


Mr. Hsu Shih-Chang 
Tientsin, Sune 6. 

Mr. Hsu Shih-chang, famous states- 
‘man and scholar, who was President 
of China from 1918 to 1922, has died 
here at the age of 81. 

Born at Tientsin in 1858, Mr. Hsu 
was appointed a Hanlin’ Compiler 
under the Manchu regime in 1886. 

He became senior councillor of the 
board of commerce in 1903, and two 
years later was made a Minister of 
the Government Council. 
was made a Grand Councillor of

“Arrogant Attitude” 

According 10 the press message 
from. Tientsin, Japanese authorities 
have completed preparations for 
“Independent action to deal with the 
arrogant attitude of British Cones 
son authorities.”

MeAllister, superintendent of the 
Preparing Dept. of the China Printing 
& Finishing Co's Lun Chong mill at 
Pootung Point, was pronounced dead 
on arrival, 

An autopsy was ordered to be made 
yesterday by Mr. C. H. Haines, H.M. 
Coroner at ‘the hospital to discover 
the cause of death. At the time of 
his admission Mr, MeAllister bore no 
marks or bruises and it is believed 
that is death was the result of some 
sudden sickness. 

Aged about 34 or 35 Mr. McAllister, 
who was single, had "complained 
about a_ pain in’ the shoulder, the 
"North-China Daily News" was in 
formed yesterday, when he took some 
coftce with Mr. W. Chadwick, a 
British employee of the manufaciur- 
ing dept. at about 840 pm. 

Later Mr. MeAllister proceeded to 
the boiter room and at about 10 p.m. 
he was discovered by Mr. Chadwick 
lying in the deck chair apparently 
dead.

Japanese Naval Landing Party Head 
‘quarlors. It was stated that he had 
‘been injured by a blow from a rifle 
‘butt and had been taken into “pro 
fective custody” at the Headquarters, 

‘This Incident occurred at about & 
am,, it was stated, following which 
‘one was allowed to sec Tinkler 
fat the Headquarters until he was 
‘despatched to hospital at 10 pm, At 
4pm. on June 6 the “North-China 
Daily News” was informed, a British 
Consular oficial was refused per~ 
mission to seo Tinkler, while at 7 
pam, the man’s condition was. re- 
ported by the Japanese authorities 
tobe improving. 

‘The body has been removed to the 
parlours of the International Funeral 
Directors from the General Hospital. 
where an autopsy was performed 
yesterday. afternoon. - It ‘was dis- 
covered there that Mr. ‘Tinkler had 
received two very deep wounds on 
each side of the abdomen while his 
body was covered with many bruises, 


Consular OMicla's Statement 

In a statement to the “North-China 
Daily News" yesterday afternoon a 
British Consular oMeial pointed out 
that Mr. AMiura's protest. was being 
studied, although the situation had 
changed considerably since Mr. 

inkler’s death. "The result of our 
preliminary enquiries," he continued, 
“shows that the Japanese received a 
Jcertain amount of provocation. At 
the same time, however, they scemed 
to have used’ unnecessary brutality 
and violence. 

‘Mr. Tinkler, he continued, had been 
severely bayonetied, although they 
hhad been given an assurance by the 
[Japanese authorities on the afternoon 
‘of June G that his injuries were not 
serious. As late as 7 p.m. a message 
hhad. been received from the Japan- 
Jese naval surgeon attending him in 
‘icating that there was no cause fo 
fundue anxiety as his condition had 
Improved considerably, the Consular 
official added 

“At 10 o'clock, however, a message 
‘came through that his condition had 
‘become suddenly serious and the 
[Japanese authorities asked if he had 
‘any relatives. in Shanghal," he went 
jon. “I notified the company, ‘who 
hhad already heard of his condition 
from the Japanese, and T requested 
them to arrange for a doctor to £0 
over at once. No obstructions were 
placed in our way then. On arrival 
the doctor found. that Mr. Tinkler 
‘was suffering from severe internal 

juries and the only hope of saving 
his life was an immediate operation.” 


Little Hope 

Mr. Tinkler, he continued, was 
conveyed to the General Hospitat 
without delay where it was found 
that he had been severely bayonet- 
ted. “An operation was ‘performed 
immediately” and was successfully 
Jconeluded but as such a long time 
had elapsed from the time he had 
Feceived the injuries until the time 
that the operation was. performed 
there was little hope of his recovery, 
the official slated. At 530 am. yes: 
jterday he had succumbed to internal 
haemorrhage. 

There was little doubt, the 
‘ment continued, that Mr. inkl

At the Japanese press. conference 
yesterday “an Embassy" spokesman, 
Issued the “following statement in 
‘connection with the affair: “In com- 
plianee with the ‘British Consul 
General's request for protecting the 
Lun Chong ‘Fextile Mill whose work- 
fers went on a strike in the latter 
part of May, our Naval Landing Party 
have been on duty since May 23. 

‘On Tuesday, June 6, there occur 
ved a fighting’ between the steikers 
and strike-breakers, In order to 
stop this fighting our Naval Landing 
Party had been doing their best but 
unfortunately trouble occurred be- 
tween our bluejackets and. some 
British employees of the mill, one 
of whom showed a very insolent 














attitude and pointed a pistol towards 
the commanders of the section, com-

Sponsored by a Russian newspaper 
in Paris, a Russian Journalist recently 
made a tour of the Dutch East Indies, 
Aravelling among the islands of Bali, 
Borneo, Sumatra and Java.

Reviewing evidence given by Hart 
Singh in duly, Mr. MeDonald pointed 
fut that he had ‘stated that a pro- 
missory note had been written by 
Partap Singh in. his presence at his 
home at 24 Miller Road on August 
23, 1998, “He had identified Partap 
Singh's signature and had tent him 
{$1,500 on that date—in banknotes of 
S10 each, He had got the notes 
from the Ningpo Commerciat Bank 
fon August 19, 1935 and he had 
produced his passbook to prove this. 
{ny eross-examination, he had stated 
that nobody else had ‘been present 
when the note was written and he 
had not. lent-money jointly, with 
Pariap Singh to anybody. He had 
recognized the foreigner in Court as 
G. Lamport but he had not handed 
$1,500 to a foreigner although he 
had lent $1,800 to two foreigners on 
Suly 31, 1685. On, August 24° he 
id’ not hand 'the $1,500 to a Mr.

‘At the Trial the defendant admitted 
the making of the note and by im- 
plication admitted that. the plainti 
had paid out $1,500, but, by himself 
and a witness, ‘he’ endeavoured to 
‘establish that the note was not, in 
fact, payable on demand, but that by 
@ contemporaneous oral agreement 
between the  plaintift and himself 
they were joint partners in a com- 
mon venture to lend $3,000 to a 
third party on the security of certain 
machinery, and that the plaintiff had 
agreed to look to the defendant for 
repayment only when the third party 
had settled his indebtedness. 

"All this evidence the learned trial 
Judge accepted. Me. MacDonald has 
submitted that he’ was wrong in 
doing so, With that contention 1 
disagree. There were no, pleadings 
‘and the parties were not legally re- 
presented. It was therefore’ clearly 
the duty of the trial Judge to give 
the defendant an opportunity by such 
testimony as he chose to adduce to 
establish a legal defence to the 
faction. ‘To accede to Mr. MacDonald's 
argument would be to’ declare that 
the Judge was bound to exclude all 
evidenee which was not clearly re- 








. [evant to a valid defence specifically 


pleaded or indicated to the Court. 
The duty of a trial judge in such 
circumstances as the present is clear 
ly enunciated by Bailhache J. in the 
ease of Hitchings & Coulthurst Com- 
pany v. Northern Leathern Company 
of America and Doushkess (1914 3KB 
907 at 910). 

‘The evidence given for the defence 
proved that a sum of $3,000 was lent 
to one Cammiade, who gave to the 
defendant a document acknowleds~ 
ing his liability to repay to the de- 
fendant the sum of $6,000 with in- 
terest at 2 per cent. per month and 
charging certain machinery in favour 
‘of the defendant as security for the 
loan.

Wolsiffer, trustee of the estate 
of the China Realty Company, told

‘The trustee 
proposes that the company shall pay 
off secured creditors in full without 
impairing their securities and that in 
‘effect the company be turned over to 
the eneral "unsecured creditors, 
principally the eight per cent. deben- 
ture holders, who shall become the 
‘new stockholders of the company. By 
‘9 generous appraisement of the in- 
terest of the present stockholders a 
small proportion of the new shares is 
alloted to them. No legal relief in 
‘any kind of proceeding could do more 
{for the creditors and old stockholders 
than is accomplished by this plan, 
namely. the conveyance of free assets 
of the company to them. ‘The pos 
sible retirement of a portion of'the 
new stock and reduction of the capital 
in the future is left to the holders of 
the now stock to be exercised with 
uniformity.

‘Tue King Speaks 
President Roosevelt's toast carried 
broader implications than dhe King's, 
but the British Monarch sald: "1 
hope our great nations may ever in 
the future walk togeuer on the 
path of friendship in a world of 
peace.” 

President Roosevelt said he was 

persuaded that “the greatest single 
contribution our two countries have 
been enabled to make to civilization 
and the welfare of peoples through- 
‘out the world is the example we 
have jointly set in conducting the 
relations between our two countries.” 
“It is because each nation is lack~ 
ing in fear of the other,” the Presi- 
dent said. “We have not —fortised 
the borders between us, and it Js 
because neither of us fears aggres~ 
slon from the other thay we have 
nnot entered into an armaments race 
‘against each other.” 
President Roosevelt's emphasis on 
the peaceful and friendly settlement 
‘of the Canton and  Enderbury is 
Yands sovereignty problem stirred 
speculation as to whether the stage 
‘may be set for Anglo-American con- 
sultations and discussions of other 
Paeifle problems in which — the 
‘United States and Britain are both 
vitally interested, 


Problems in China 

‘These problems include the “Open 
Door” poliey in China; the security 
‘of the Philippines both in the imme- 
‘inte future and after independence: 
the protcetion of United States trade 
routes to the East Indies, which 
recently have been the only source 
Of strategie raw materials for the 
United Slates; the security of Aus 
{tella; and the development of trans 
Paeflie aviation including possible 
new Paclie bases to protect new 
tle routes, 

Unofficial experts believed the 
Canton and Enderbury Islands Settle 
ment might be the first Instance of 
an ever-spreading course of parallel 
‘Anglo-American action in the Pacafic. 

‘With American interest in’ the 
Pacific now greater than at any 
other time in United States history, 
the “Government of the United 
States, it was belleved, may consult 
Britain for a redefinition of each 
Power's rights in the Far Bast. 
‘This will be essential upon the con- 
clusion of Japanese military opera 
tions in China, it ‘was pointed out.

For some years now two very flourishing 
normal schools in the city have turned out 
something lke 50 trained teachers each 
year and these young teachers, men and 
Women, are.now taking their places in the 
scholastic world throughout the new pro- 
vinee. Many of them are quite keen and 
desire to do their bit in the enlightenment 
of the children of Sikang. And the children, 
specially in the larger centres seem quite 
prepared to pack in all the learning their 
little minds will hold. 

In semi-Chinese centres like Daofu, Kan- 
ze, Luho, Tailing, Yakiang, Lihua and 
Batang, where there are Chinese magistrates 
and a ‘certain amount of Chinese influence, 
the schools are quite a success and well 
attended, "There the scholars are, how- 
ever, largely half-caste, and can to some 
extent appreciate Chinese culture. The 
Chinese magistrate with his yamen and 
retinue, stands, amid Tibetan surroundings, 
‘more or less for law and order. 

The Chinese official may have a young 
Tibetan wife; the Chinese school teacher 
may have married a Tibetan girl; the 
Chinese merchants, as a rule, have Tibetan 
wives. These Tibetan women wash them- 
selves, keep themselves clean and dress 
themselves as becomes the wives of educated 
Chinese, ‘The reaction from this is, that 
all the Tibetan girls in the above named 
places, see and appreciate the benefits of 
civilization, and see themselves, . one day,

June 6—Early summer (Chinese “sprouting

color and Narcissus Flyeatchers: the former T 
Know mainly as a migrant, yet 1am sure that 
some of them stay to nest, and so have classed 
him as a Summer Visitor the latter leaves us 
for the colder North quite early....but the 
only difference, easily recognized, is that 
‘Tricolor has white eyebrows while Narcissus 
has yellow ones...but who am I to argue about 
the ‘colour of an eyebrow amidst our verdant 
recs? Perhaps 1 am getting old! Then 1am 
told about a Canton Robin seen in St. John's 
compound: this bird has no business here 
anyway, but is described to me as being of 
‘many colours: chestnut, buff, rufous, mottled, 
black-and-white and grey. Now, the Canton 
Robin, otherwise known as the Dayal Bird or 
Magpie Robin Is, as the final name suggests, 
mainly black and white. But we forget. that 
the female is much lighter in colour and, like 
hher human friends often dresses in buff and 
chestnut shades!

‘of Great Britain are due to take place 
next month, ‘The first, which actual- 
Ay begins on May 30, is the triennial 
conference of the Associated  Coun- 
trywomen of the World, and women 
fare coming to it from parts of the 
Empire and most countries, even in= 
cluding “Germany. From’ America 
‘lone 300 women are duc. 

‘This conference lasts tit June 10, 
immediately after which comes the 
hhuge annual Conference of Women's 
Institutes in London. Most of the 
visitors from overseas will Join i 
that, and then’ they are invited to 
visit Women's Institutes. in many of 
the most beautiful spots in Great 
Britain, 

‘What the agenda of these conter- 
ences. is to be 1 do not yot know. 
But the imagination naturally dwells 
‘on what might be done for the peace 
fnd better fellowship of the nations 
{f'the women of ail countries agreed 
to use their power in common. 
Future historians will probably dwell 
upon the amazing advancement in 
the position of women ait over the 
world, as one of the most striking 
phenomena of the early 20th century. 
Yet it must bo confessed that hitherto 
women have made very little use of 
‘thelr newly-aequired rights in a com 
‘munal or national sense. Are We stilt 
‘ound by the curse of individualism 
Iaid-on us by Mother Eve when she 
asserted self against the universe by 
eating the apple? 


Brutality for Brutes 


One group of women, however, is 
evidently determined to do something 
communally. At the recent meeting 
fof the Women's Central Advisory 
Committees of all the Conservative 
‘and. Unionist Associations—that is. 
the most important political organi 
tion for women, over 3,000 of them 
being present—an overwh. Iming vole 
was given against the abolition of 
corporal punishment proposed in. Sic 
Samuel Hoare's judicial reform Bill.

A bottle of cheap vinegar will also 
work wonders at» spring-cleaning 
ime, Tt will clean leather furniture 
it mixed with w little linseed oll. A 
little should be added to the rinsing 
water after loose covers and curtains 
have been washed: it will fx and 
brighten the colours. Hol vineyar 
will remove rust and tarnish {tom 
brass and other metal “articles, in- 
eluding curtain rails, “Tt will render 
the insides of bottles and decanters 
bright and sparkling, Stains on bath 
room and kitchen tiles ean be re- 
moved with vinegar, “Vinegar and 
salt make an excellent non-serateh 
cleanser for china, enamel, and other 
Aelicate surfaces. 

Borax 

Borax is another useful eleaner. 1 
is good for silver articles and silks, 
for fight paintwork, and for removing 
grease and old soap from sponges 
and nailbrushes. Glyeerine and borax 
are an excellent and harmless stain- 
Femover, especially for grease stains. 
This mixture is useful for cleaning 
china and pot ornaments of all kinds, 
as It does wot harm gilt or delicate 
paint. An excellent and cheap polish 
for wood is made by melting together 
‘an ounce each of "white wax. and 
beeswax. When slightly cooled pour 
In a cupful of turpentine, Do not use 
this, however, on the new cellulosed 
woods or on ‘French polish. 

Paraftin is another cleaner which 
costs next to nothing. It will polish 
‘les, porcelain, and enamel, and will 
not only polish linoleum but help to 
preserve It, It will remove grease 
tnd dirt from the outside of cookers, 
and is as useful as ammonia for 
cleaning and polishing windows and 
paintwork.
